Treaty With U. S. on Which 
Japan Bases Protest 


WASHINGTON, April 23. 
T* protest of Japan against the 


California alien land legislation 
is based on article 1 of the 
treaty proclaimed April 5, 1911, which 
follo 
¥ cle 1. Vhe citizens or subjects 
of e, -h of the high contracting par- 
ties shall have liberty to enter, 
travel and reside in the territories 
of the other to carry .on trade, 
- Wholesale and retail, to own or lease 
and occupy houses, manufactures, 
Warehouses and shops, to employ 
agents of their choice, to lease land 
for residential and commercial pur- 
poses and generally do anything in-. 
cident to or necessary for the trade 
upon the same terms as native citi- 
zens or subjects, submitting them- 
selves to the laws and regulations 

there established, * * * 

While the paragraph does not spe- 
cifically give the Japanese the right 
to own land, the Japanese contend it 
would be vioiated by a law which 
specifically prohibits them or other 
aliens not eligible to citizenship from 
owning land. 

According to the Japanese reading 
of the treaty the privilege of own- 
ing land is accorded to them under 
the paragraph quoted.

BRYAN STARTS 
| TO CALIFORNIA

WASHINGTON, April 2%.—Williiam 
Jennings Bryan. Secretary of State, de- 
parted at. 6:45 o'clock last night for 
Sacramento, Cal., where, on Monday, he 
will+begin consultations with Gov. John- 
son and members of the California Leg- 
isiature in an effort to frame an anti- 
alien land law that will not be in con- 
flict with treaty pilicstions of the 
United States wit an. 

“Et go hopefully,” ith a realization of 
the responsibility involved,’ said the 
Secretary as he left the White House 
after a fina! conference with Iresident 
Wilson, 

“Japan's Attitude Yreper.” 

The President had explained during 
his conference with the newspaper men 
that the purpose of Bryan’s visit was to 
take counsel with the California authori- 
ties as to the best way to avoid inter- 
national difficulty. The President let it 
he known that he considered the atti- 
tude of the Japanese Government in ar- 
guing its case proper and friendly, and 
that there had ‘been no note of antag- 
onism, despite reports to the contrary, 
the position of the Tokio Government 
having been one of: respectful urgency 
that no discrimination be made against 
their people.

Child Succumbs Few Hours

were grouped about the open coffin of

BENTON AND LUCAS, 
ENEMIES, FACE TO 
FACE INFAME HALL 


Senator’s Portrait and Bust of 
Brother of His Duel Victim . 
-in Jefferson Memorial. 


HERETOFORE KEPT APART 


Famous Personal Feud of Early 
St. Louis History Vividly Re- 
called by Disposal. 


An oil painting of Thomas H. Benton 
and a marble bust of James H. Lucas, 
brother of the man whom Benton killed 
in a duel on Bloody Island, have been 


placed nearly opposite each other in 
the hall of fame of the Missouri His- 
torical Society’s new quarters, the Jef- 
ferson Memorial Building in Forest 
Park. 

Because of the deadly enmity between 
Benton and the Lucases almost a cen- 
tury ago, members of the Lucas family 
have sought, heretofore, to keep the 
pictures of their ancestors from being 
displayed in proximity to that of the 
Missouri statesman. 

At the old quarters of the Historical 
Society on Locust street the family’s 
wishes were observed, and the Benton 
portrait hung in a different room from 
that where the likenesses of James H. 
Lucas and his father, J. B. C. Lucas, 
were displayed. 

Enemies Face Each Other. 

But when the display was removed 
to the society’s new quarters it was 
decided that the Lucas family’s wishes 
could be regarded no longer. The Lucas 
bust was placed in a most favorable 
position, by a window, and the Benton 
portrait was hung s0 as to get the best 
possible light, on the wall nearly oppo- 
site. The life-long enemies are thus left 
looking at each other. The room is 
the handsomest in the building, the 
ceiling being treated in gold leaf and 
several other fine portraits and busts 
hang there. 

Benton’s First Challenge Declined. 

Charles Lucas and Thomas H. Benton 
were opposing counsel in a case which 
was tried in St. Louis in October, 1816. 
Benton, in his statement to the jury, 
said that certain evidence had been pre- 
sented,, and Lucas contradicted his 
statement, saying there had bééi Tio’ 
such evidence. Lucas won the case. 
Befiton sent Lucas a challenge to mortal 
combat, and Lucas wrote a note declin- 
ing to jeopardize Benton's life or his 
own. for a mere lawyers’ tilt. 

Aug. 4, 1817, Benton and Lucas met at 
an election and had a controversy from 
which, eight days later, a duel resulted. 
Lucas was wounded at the first fire, but 
this did not satisfy Benton, who 4@e- 
manded either that the firing should be 
resumed at once or that Lucas shoulid 
pledge himself to meet him again. Lu- 
cas was removed, and friends tried to 
prevent another combat, but Benton 
proved implacable. 

Judge W. B. Douglas, vice-president 
of the society, who supervised the in- 
stallation of the display, said he ex- 
pected the bust and the portrait to re- 
main in the places assigned to them. 
“Thomas H. Benton and James H. 
Lucas were both great figures of their 
time,’’ he said. “Each is entitled to a 
position of honor in the best place the 
society has to give them. The fact that 
they were personal enemies is a sec- 
ondary matter, compared to the fact of 
their historic importance in early St. 
Louls.”’

HUSBAND RELATES 
HOW HIS WIFE WAS 
KISSED BY PASTOR 


Theodore J. Ferguson Declares 
That He Has Forgiven the 
Rev. Charles M. Rauch. 


CONFIDENCE IS EXPRESSED 


Trustees of Cote Brilliante Pres- 
byterian Church Pledge Sup- 
port to. Minister.

Theodore J. Ferguson of 1325 Walton 
avenue, a clerk for the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad Co., told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Friday that it was his wife who 
was kissed by the Rey. Charlies M. 
Rauch, pastor of Cote Brilliante Pres- 
byterian Church, whose conduct was in- 
vestigated by several members of the 


Béard of Elders. He gave the details of 
the affair. 

“My wife is a good woman,” he said, 
“and she never by act or word encour- 
aged Pastor Raucn to kiss her. At her 
request I refrained from settling with 
the minister personally, and believing 
that he had fully repented, I pardoned 
him, but the action I took must not be 
construed as a hint that I even suspect 
that my wife was in any way to blame 
for his actions. 

Said She Was Worried, 

“About eight weeks ago Mrs. Fergu- 
son told me she was worried about 
something, and when I questioned her 
she told of Pastor Rauch’s conduct. She 
said that on several occasions when 
she had ‘visited him in-his church study 
tv discuss Sunday School and other’ 
church matters he had kissed her. 

“She admonished him each time, she 
told me, and at first. had decided to 
forget what he had done and say noth- 
ing about it, but when he repeated the 
offense, she said, her conscience trou- 
bled her and she made up her mind to 
tell me about it. 

‘TI was indignant and my first im- 
pulse was to have it out with the 
minister in person. Then my wife 
pleaded with me for the sake of the 
church to make no trouble. She went 
so far as to say that she did not be- 
lieve the minister had meant harm, but 
that she was anxious to find some way 
to make him cease his attentions,.

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“"“PYert that I Cota wat conscientious- 
ly let the matter rest. I spoke to one 
of the eldets about it and after the min- 
ister had confessed in the presence of a 
committee that my charge was true and 
begged my forgiveness, I was willing to 
let the whole thing drop. I even at his 
solicitation wrote him a letter of for- 
giveness so he could use it in the event 
the Board of Elders shoula demand his 
resignation. I believed that he was truly 
sorry for what he had done and I felt 
that he. had been punished by his own 
conscience. 

‘“T refrained from discussing the 
matter and would not say anything 
about it now except for the fact that 
I wish to place my wife in the proper 
light. Those members of the church 
who attempt to excuse Pastor Rauch’s 
conduct by intimating that Mrs. Fergu- 
son in the slightest manner encouraged 
him to take liberties with her are mis- 
informed. The minister himself, so far 
as I know, has néver accused Mrs. 
Ferguson of being even “partially to 
blame for what he did.”’ 

The Board of Trustees, at a meeting 
Thursday night, adopted resolutions ex- 
pressing confidence in Pastor Rauch and 
pledging him their hearty support. 

The resolutions were signed by 
Samuel A. Kepner, president of the 
board, and Samuel J. McAlister, sec- 
retary. 

Elder Edwin Smith of 4768 Labadie 
avenue said that the matter may be 
taken up at the next regular meet- 
ing of the Board of Elders, May 12. 

In regard to Pastor Rauch’s state- 
ment that his resignation had not 
been requested, several elders have 
told their friends that they had not 
demanded the pastors resignation 
because he had made what they con- 
sidered a tentative offer to resign and 
had asked to be allowed to do so 
quietly for the sake of the church. 

Several elders have said they were 
willing to drop the matter under the im- 
pression that Pastor Rauch meant to re- 
sign, but that his failure to do so caused 
considerable comment by members of 
the congregation Who had knowledge of 
the Ferguson affair. Thesé elders said 
they were afraid the matter would be- 
come generally known and would reach 
such a stage that their efforts to hush 
ic up would be fruitless. 

Pastor Raucn blames a few disgruntled 
members of the congregation for the 
publicity of the affair. Two weeks ago 
he said he intended to resign as soon 
as he could find a new field, but Thurs- 
day, when informed the story was to be 
published, he said he had made no ef- 
fort to find a new charge. 

The kissing of Mrs. Ferguson was not 
a serious proposition, Pastor Rauch 
said, but was more in a spirit of play- 
fulness. It was more like doing some- 
thing on a dare, he added, than an evi- 
dence of love or affection. In his con- 
fession to elders several weeks ago the 
minister characterized his act as a 
‘“‘weakness of human natfre.”’

Samuel A. Thompson is the son of 
the late William H. Thompson, who 
was president of the National Bank of 
Commerce and treasurer of the World's 
Fair. He has married again since his 
first wife divorced him at Clayton in 
1910, and lives at the Planters Hotel. 
His second wife was formerly. Mrs. 
Helen Bonner of. Ri.amond, Va. His 
first wife was Miss Celeste Clark before 
their marriage, and she now lives with 
her father, Cyrus E. Clark, at #463 Mc- 
Pherson avenue. Her alimony award 
was $500 a month, payable until she 
shall marry again. 

Suit for $4000 Alimony. 

Thompson’s charge that his former 
wife had remarried was made in «4 
formal statement filed with Judge Mc- 
Quillin by Attorney Edwards, in reply 
to her suit for eight months’ back ali- 
mony. The reply stated that, as she 
bad married again, she was not en- 
titled to alimony under the terms of 
the court’s decree. 

At the same time, Thompson was tes- 
tifying, in a hearing on his petition in 
voluntary bankruptcy, that he did not 
remember how he had spent $3100, paid 
him Jan. 1 as a dividend from his fa- 
ther’s estate. 

Thompson, pale and disheveled, ap- 
peared in Referee Cole's office half an 
hour late, and explained that he had 
been searching for his attorney, George 
I. Edwards, but had been unable to find 
him. He stated that he was willing to 
take the witness stand and answer as 
best he could. His examination was 
conducted by A. L. Abbott as attorney 
for the referee. 

He sald that for the last eight years 
he had lived at the Planters Hotel, and 
that in New York he lived at the Wal-

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hotel he had @ lease on an apartment, he

said, which expired last September. 

He was questioned concerning two 
notes for $500 each, signed by A. Prew:

I, got it in New 
York drafts from the National Bank of 
Commerce—the drafts were for $100 and 
$1000. I carried them around Iike other 
men carry money. When. I needed 
money I cashed one. I usually carry 
about $600 or $1000 in cash.’’

The priticipal points developed 
Pierce’s testimony were: 

That the National Bank of Com- 
merce organized a syndicate capital- 


ized for $400,000 in 1901 to handle the 
Tennessee Central Railroad proposi- 
tion, principally to protect a loan of 
$400,000 which it had made to N. C., 
Chapman on.securittes issued by a 
syndicate which the Mississippi Val- 
ley Trust Co. previously had organ- 
ized, and which it had decided to 
discontinue. 

That he, Van Blarcom and the late 
William H. Thompson, then presi- 
dent of the National Bank of Com- 
merce, each subscribed for $60,000 in 
the syndicate, and that % other St. 
Louisans each subscribed for $10,000. 

Van Blarcom Made Demands. 

That Van Blarcom, who was vice- 
president of the bank, as syndicate 
manager, made frequent demands 
upon him and Thompson for ad- 
vanes of securities to raise money 
to finance the enterprise. 


That he, on one occasion, loaned 
Van Blarcom $700,000 worth of securi- 
ties which he had on deposit with 
the National Bank of Commerce, 
upon which Van Blarcom obtained 
loans from St. Louis trust companies, 
and that subsequently he had to pay 
the loans to recover the securities. 

That since the deaths of Van Blar- 
com and Thompson he has personally 
carried the financial burdens of the 
Tennessee Central Railway, now in 
the nands of a receiver, and ad- 
vanced to it more than $4,000,000 in 
cash. 

That Van Blarcom abused the con- 
fidence which he and Thompson had 
reposed in him, and that Thompson 
visited him in New York and com- 
plained bitterly of Van Blarcom's 
conduct. 

That Van Blarcom came to him in 
New York some time prior to 1% 
and sought his aid in procuring a 
loan of $2,100,000 from New York 
bankers, and that after Pierce had 
arranged the loan for him Van Blar- 
com returned to St. Louis and pro- 
cured $1,500,000 from the Bank of 
Commerce and $600,000 from the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Trust Co. and had 
induced his (Piterce’s) son-in-law, 
Eben Richards, to sign Pierce's name 
as guarantor for the loans, and that 
he personally had to pay the Mis- 
sissippi Valley loan. 

That it was his understanding that 
the $1,600,000 stock of the Nashville 
Terminal Co., which the National 
Bank of Commerce seeks to recover, 
was turned over to United States 
Senator Joseph W. Bailey of Texas, 
as assignee of the Tennessee Con- 
struction Co., after the loan (for 
which it was pledged had been pald.

CLAYTON WOULD 
FORBID FIREWORKS 
AND “CUSS WORDS” 


Prohibitory Ordinances Are to 
Come Up for Their Final] 
Passage Monday. 


Pyrotechnics, both verbal and chem- 
ical, will be unlawful in the new city 
of Clayton after Monday. The man 
who shoots off a firecracker on the 
Fourth of July, or he who shoots off 
an explosion of profanity on any of 
the year’s 365 days, will be Mable to a 
fine. 

The Fourth of July is not excepted. 
The framer of an anti-flreworks or- 
dinance wished to permit the burning 
of pinwheels, Roman candles and sky- 
rockets on his country’s birthday, pur 
he was outvoted after he had been 
floored with the argument that the 
Fourth of July is about the only time 
in the year, this far north at least, 
when people burn pinwheels and sky- 
rockets. 


Up for Passage Monday. 
The proposed restrictions were ap- 


proved on first and second reading by 
the Clayton City Council Thursday 
night. They will come up for third read- 
ing Monday night. and, as there is no 
opposition to them, most likely will be 
passed. 

A special ordinance committee, com- 
posed of Aldermen F. J. Hollocher, Da- 
vid Schmid and Christ Ruehl, present- 
ed four bills. No. 1 made it a misde- 
meanor to use profane or improper lan- 
guage on any street or in any public 
place in Clayton. The penalty for vio- 
lation is a fine of from $1 to $100. 

Another measure made it an offense, 
punishable by a fine of from $10 to $60, 
to turn in a false fire alarm. Recently 
somebody turned in such an alarm and 
sent all the town’s fire fighters on a wild 
goose chase half a mile into the coun- 
try. 

A penalty of from $% to $50 is provided 
for any person who abuses a dumb ani- 
mal by beating it, overloading it or 
otherwise mistreating it. The fourth 
measure was the anti-fireworks ordi- 
nance. 

Fire Prevention Is Aim. 

Most of the houses of Clayton are of 
frame construction, and it is explained 
they are likely to be set afire by any 
kind of explosion of gunpowder or 
nitroglycerin. 

The right to grant a permit to dis- 
charge a gun was reserved to the Mayor, 
but with the elimination of the Fourth 
of July provision, this was understood 
to mean that the lid was not to be tak- 
en off on Independence day.

BOND ISSUE T0 BE 
SUBMITTED EARLY 


Conferees Agree to Abandon 
Building Wagon Approach 
Out of City Revenue. 


a 


After discussing Free Bridge matters 
Thursday afternoon with Comptroller 
Player, President Kinsey of the Board 
of Public Improvements and committees 
from the Council and House, Mayor 
Kiel expressed himself as in favor of 
submitting a new and increased bond 
issue plan to the voters, “‘without any 
ifs, ands or buts.” He meant by this 
that the questions of the east approach 
and the Southern Traction franchise 
would be left in abeyance until after 
the vote should be taken. 

“I think the people will have sufficient 
confidence in us to believe that we will 
give them a square deal,” he remarked. 

So far as definite conclusions were 
reached by the conference, these con- 
clusions were: 

To submit to the people, probably in 
June, a proposition to issue $3,500,000 
bonds to complete the bridge. 

To abandon the plan to build the 
wagon approach from municipal revenue, 
which it was said would increase the 
tax rate 7 cents on the $100. 

To take no action at present toward 
repealing the Southern Traction fran- 
chise. (The amending of the franchise 
was not discussed in detail.) 

To make no move, before the election, 
for the repeal of the ordinance estab- 
lishing the Reber approach, but to de- 
termine the approach question finally 
after the election. 

To make the conference a permanent 
institution until the bridge is completed. 

The conference was called at the sug- 
gestion of Mayor Kiel. Councilman 
Fletcher presided. The first subject 
taken up for discussion was whether 
it was feasible to undertake to complete 
the wagon approach out of the munici- 
pal revenues, without waiting for a bond 
issue. 

President Kinsey of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements estimated. that the 
cost of the steel work of the wagon ap- 
proach would be not less than $500,000. 
Comptroller Player stated that a seven 
cents ingrease in the tax rate, in addi- 
tion to the three cents increase already 
approved, would be necessary to raise 
$300,000 out of the municipal revenue. 
This would increase the tax rate to 32.32. 
The present rate is $2.22. 

With these figures before them the 
members of the conference decided that 
it would be unwise to attempt to take 
the money from the municipal revenue. 

The conference then agreed to request 
the City Counselor to draft a bond issue 
election ordinance to be submitted to the 
Municipal Assembly immediately. Mayor 
Kiel said that he believed the people had 
sufficient confidence in the administra- 
tion, comprised as it is of Democrats and 
Republicans, to vote the bond issue. He 
said the bond issue should be submitted 
within the next 60 days, so that the peo- 
ple would have a chance to vote on the 
proposition before they went away on 
their vacations. ' 

Mayor Kiel said that he believed that 
the repeal of the Southern Traction fran- 
chise and the final selection of the east 
side approach should be held in abeyance 
until after the bond election. He offered 
the suggestion that the Southern Trac- 
tion franchise should be submitted to 
a vote of the people, by means of the 
initiative and referendum, to determine 
whether it should be repealed. This sug- 
gestion was not adopted. 

The Mayor said that there was a pub- 
lic clamor for the repeal of the fran- 
chise, and that this clamér had been 
responsible for the plank in the Re- 
publican platform pledging its repea'. 
Six months ago, he said, all the news- 
papers seemed to favor its repeal. 

“Things look different to you before 
an election, when you ave no respon- 
sibility upon you, than after an elec- 
tion, when you have the responsibility,’’ 
the Mayor said. “I think the people 
will have sufficient confidence /n us to 
vote the bonds without the repeal of the 
franchise.”’ 

Kinsey said he had not determined 
what would be the best East Side ap- 
proach. He was not in favor of the 
abandonment of the Reber approach un- 
til a better approach should be found. 

Delegate Ebrecht suggested that 
the administration should tell the 
people just where it stood on the 
loop franchise and east approach 
proposition befote asking them to 
vote the bonds. 

“Unless you do this the bonds will 
be voted down,” Ebrecht said. 

City Counselor Baird told the con- 
ference that the city had no power 
to build, own and operate a street 
railway loop, such as the Southern 
Traction Co. proposes to build under 
its franchise. Delegates McCarthy 
and Gallagher spoke in defense of 
the franchise, declaring that it should 
not be repealed. 

‘What's the good of repealing this 
franchise?’ asked Gallagher. “The city 
cannot build a loop. The only objection 
I have ever heard to this franchise is 
that Jep Howe is interested in it. Evy- 
erybody opposed to it just sits up and 
yells: ‘Jep Howe! Watch! Keep your 
hands on your pockets! If we had 60,- 
000 Jep Howes in St. Louis we'd be do- 
ing something, instead of holding back 
all the time.” 

The former bond proposition was for 
$2,750,000. It was decided to ask for 
$3,500,000 to provide for the construc- 
tion of a southern approach on the west 
side, if it should be decided later ty 
build it. 

Three elections were held on the 
former proposition, and each time 
the “yes” vote was in the majority, 
but did not reach the required two- 
thirds. The first vote was taken at 
a special election in November, 1911, 
and the vote was: Yes, 31,619: no, 
20,806. The second special election 
was held Aug. 56, 1912, and the vote 
was: Yes, 43,022; no, 24,620. The 
third special election was held in 
connection with the national and 
State election of last November. 
While this resulted in a larger vote, 
the result was no more favorable.

The question of ad:nitting street car lines to 
Forest Park should be handled with deliberation 
and discretion. The Post-Dispatch for years has 
stood as a bulwark against gridironing the park 
with street car tracks.

is clear—much greater perfection in the interna- 
tional machinery operating for peace. The terms 
of Mr. Taft’s plan were kept a secret until the 
treaties had been agreed on and signed. Mr. 
Bryan, however, at the very beginning takes into 
his confidence the diplomats, on whose co-oper- 
ation the success of the general plan depends, 
the Senators, whose ratification is essential to 
give it effect, and the public whose support is al- 
ways indispensable, 

Many details of the plan yet remain to be filled 
in. Perhaps we shall learn first of some of them 
when the Secretary of State comes to the In- 
ternational Peace Congress, held in St. Louis next 
month. The essential feature as known now is 
that in @ crisis threatening war, the issue, what- 
ever its nature, must be submitted to examination 


time yet to be determined. Intolerable demands 
may, after that, be resisted by force, but the 
period of examination makes possible the ascer- 
tainment of new and illuminating facts. Arbi- 
tration in every instance is not compulsory, but 
the chance to cool off in every instance is com- 
pulsory. 

With the collective diplomatic and legislative 
wisdom Mr. Bryan has summoned to his aid, it 
ought to be possible to elaborate from this gen- 
eral plan, based on recognized qualities in human 
nature, a check of practicdl vaiue on war and 
militarism. It is another step toward the adjust- 
ment of all international disputes in a Supreme 
Court of the United states of the World. 

Its precise relation to the peace progress 
of the past is that of a plan which multiplies 
anew ‘the means of peaceful settlement that 
must perforce .be resorted to before a nation 
resorts to arms. 

It expands again the territory over which 
peaceful agencies of definite and recognized 
authority have jurisdiction and. narrows pro- 
portionately the wide territory in which war’s 
jurisdiction has heretofore been exclusive.

Pension Law” requires safeguarding, the follow- 
ing article, copied from a recent issue of the 
New York Times, will prove: 

“Mothers’ pension laws have lately been 
passed in Illinois, Pennsylvania, Utah, Mis- 
sourl, and-on Friday last by the Legislaturé 
of Ohio. The new Ohio law provides pay- 
ments of $15 a month to dependent widows 
with one child under 14, and to mothers 
with one child under 14 whose husbands are 
helpless, imprisoned, or have deserted their 
families. An extra payment is accorded for 
each additional child under 14.. Unless closely 
supervised by its administrators this Ohio 
law will fail of the effect intended. 

The law of Illinois has worked badly in 
Chicago, as reported by C. C. Carstens, the 
special investigator of the Russell Sage Foun- 
dation. Although the pénsions awarded un- 
der that law have been confined in practice 
to widows with two or more children, to 
wives whose husbands are permanently dis- 
abled, and to those who have been deserted 
more than two years, Mr. Carstens discov- 
ers two very weak spots in the system of 
state aid: First, the relatives, churches and 
employers have manifested a decreased in- 
terest in the performance of their share of 
relief work, as shown in 51 out of the 100 
cases studied; and second, probation officers 
supervising the pensioned families were found 
incompetent in 89 eases. One-tenth of the 
families were so drunken, immoral and dis- 
eased that their homes were too bad to be 
kept together, and conditions In one-third of 
their homes were such that Mr. Carstens rec- 
ommended a court rehearing before continu- 
ance of pensions should be granted. Sum- 
ming up his conclusions after the visits to 
Chicago, San Francisco, Kansas City and 
Milwaukee, Mr. Carstens pointed out the un- 
wisdom of copying a pension law on the stat- 
ute book of one state in other states where 
resources, methods of administration and 
needs are quite different. 

Of course, if the effect of public pension- 
ing is to supply “relief” to a large percent- 
age of undeserving families, to encourage the 
abandonment of their families by husbands— 
an evil already frightfully prevalent—and to 
diminish the interest of neighbors and em- 
ployers in worthy cases, the establishment -of 
the policy would do more harm than good. 
A bill similar to the Ohio law is now before 
the Legislature at Albany, and is recom- 
mended by many good people, including ex- 
perts like Robert W. Hebbard, secretary of 
the State Board of Charities, In his recent 
letter to the Times Mr. Hebbard complained 
that the private relief organizations “do not 
and can not deal adequately with the cases 
of dependent widows with young children.” 
Either’ the private societies must beeome ef- 
ficient instruments of relief in deserving 
cases or a system of public relief, carefully 
safeguarded, should be devised.” 

We trust and believe that the St. Louis Board 
of Children’s Guardians are conscientiously en- 
deavoring to avoid the evils attending the pres- 
ent administration.of the Mothers’ Pension law 
in Chicago. Hasten slowly.

~TOENTIRE NATION 


Uses Publicity to Expose Wrong 
and Explain Workings of the 
Government, 


By SAMUEL M. WILLIAMS. 


A Special Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, April 25.—publicity as 


a potent factor in government is being 
developed into a science and a system 
by President Wilson. The President 1s 
the ablest press agent in the United 
States, and labors in behalf of a great 
and rich client, namely, the nation 
Through the columns of newspapers he 
seeks to accomplish three objects. 


Acquaint the public with the workings 
and doings of government. 

Accelerate public opinion in favor of 
administration policies, 

Turn a searchlight of pitiless publicity 
upon acts of wrongdoing. 

To the assembled Washington corre- 
spondents he explained some of his 
ideas. He believed, he said, in giving 
the fullest possible publicity to Govern- 
ment affairs, but he did not favor 
piecenjeal publicity. His plan is to 
round tp all the facts in any given case 
and then give it to the public in its 
entirety, rather than day by day, bit by 
bit, information which might lead ‘o 
hasty and erroneous conclusions. 

Publicity in Jap Developments. 

There are cases, hé added, in which 
publicity is desirable as rapidly as 
events occur. The pending anti-Japa- 
nese agitation in California was recalled 
as an example wherein everything is 
being made public at the White House 
the instant a move is made. President 
Wilson's telegrams to Gov. Johnson on 
the subject were given to the press as 
goon as written. 

But as a rule the White House policy 
is to keep secret intended action until 
the trap is sprung and then the news 
is spread broadcast. This polley is car- 
ried out in reference to important ap- 
pointments. Not an advance inkling is 
given until the selection is completed. 
Some Cabinet officers who have talked 
in advance about dppointments have 


rassing reversals of action. 

eA feature of the President’s publicity 
system is to have conferences twice 4& 
week with the Washington correspond- 
ents of leadings newspapers of the coun- 
try. Each Monday at 10 o’clock in the 


in the afternoon the publicity Cabinet, 
as the President calls it, meets in his 
private office to have an informal talk 
about pending questions of state. The 
private office is a room about 25 feet 
square, with a bay window at the rear, 
looking out over the White House gar- 
dens. Its walls are cool, pale green in 
color. There is no lavish ornamenta- 
tion, nor pictures nor books. A deep 
piled rug covers the floor. A flat-top 
desk of mahogany stands near the bay 
window and the President’s chair is be- 
tween the windows. 
Always Stands at Hearings. 

Membership in this publicity Cabinet is 
limited to accredited correspondents ad- 
mitted to the press galleries of Con- 
gress. The superintendent of the Sen- 
ate press gallery and one of the secret 
service guards take station at the door 
to see that only corfespondents gain ad- 
mission. The usual attendance numbers 
30. As they enter the \writers see the 
President standing behind\the flat-top 
desk. His customary attitude-isto place 
both hands on the back of the desk 
chair, which is rather low, so that he 
leans slightly forward. At times he 
drums his fingers on the chair. Again 
he raises his arm in gesture, but always 
maintains the place behind the chair. 

A stenographer sits at one side of 
the desk to take down all that is 
said. But his notes arq merely for 
reference, not for publication. There 
is one strict rule enforced. Nothing 
that the President says at these 
meetings must be quoted directly in 
any newspaper. His views and opin- 
ions can be expressed in indirect 
form, but not in quotation marks, 
Usually the columns‘of newspapers 
contain such phrases as “Thé Presi- 
dent believes so and so,” or “The 
President told callers that,” or “It is 
understood that the President will do 
such and such a thing.” 

As the correspondents enter most 
of them say “Good morning, Mr. 
President,” and he replies, “Good 
morning, gentlemen,” and often adds 
a special greeting to some of them 
who chance to stand near him. Again 
he will make inquiry about some 
correspondent who is absent or ill. 
The publicity cabinet gathers in an 
informal semicircle around the Presi- 
dent. and when all have entered, the 
President says, with a smile, “I be- 
lieve a quorum is present so that we 
can proceed to business and discuss 
affairs of State and nation. What 
ean I tell you today?’ 

Questions Come Quickly. 
This is the signal for a series of 
questions, some of them very direct 
about Governmental affairs. The 
President answers with surprising 
frankness and general discussion fol- 
lows, but throughout this discussion 
questions by correspondents are al- 
ways being put. To some inquiries 
the President says: “I cannot dis- 
cuss that subject just now,” and it is 
instantly dropped. 
It is noticeable that no correspond. 
ent takes a note of what is said. 
Not a lead pencil is in sight. The 
meetings last from 15 minutes to 
half an hour, and then with a “good 
morning” all around, the correspond. 
ents depart. 
There is a new order of things In 
most of the departments. Give all in- 
formation possittle to the press, but 
let the news be given only by re- 
sponsible heads, is the rule. In 
past days it ware necessary often for 
Washington correspondents to get 
news through subsidiary channels. 
This resulted in one paper having the 
news and another not getting it, or 
what is termed a beat or a acoop.

Luttbeg’s backer and his seconds were 
Willing that he should quit, but the 
wrestler determined to return to the mat 
and do the best he could. However, aft- 
er that he was no match for Wasem 
and the latter had little trouble in again 
securing the hold by which Luttbeg had 
been thrown in the first fall. Max 
cried out with pain and gave up the 
match. 


Both Wrestlers Cautious. 

The match was not the wild, hurricane. 
fighting one that so many had freely 
predicted, nor was it ens in which much 


Both falls were secured by the use of a head 


| Ww restling pyrotechnics were brought into 
play. The men were deliberate and 
cautious and for a half hour the match 
was devoid of excitement. 


Three minutes after the bout began at 
9:29 the men fell to the mat, with Lutt- 
beg on top. Two minutes afterwards 
Wasem pulled away and leaped to his 
feet. Then he rushed at Luttbeg, catch- 
ing the latter about the body and, in 
half a minute, succeeded in throwing 
Luttbeg to the mat. For some reason 
Wasem appeared to be making no sge- 
rious effort to remain on top, probably 
preferring that Luttbeg do the work. 
He did not resist very much when the 
latter struggled to free himself and 
gain the upper position. From this time 
on until the first fall was secured, Lutt- 
bez was on top, most of the time, re- 
sorting to punishing efforts such as 
holding Wasem’s leg in a cramped po- 
sition for several minutes at a time. In 
addition to this Luttbeg was using his 
knees and hands to knead the muscles 
of Wasem’s arms and legs. 


Wasem’s Great Speed Enables Him 


to Pin Luttbeg 


HE ending of the first bout came so 
Z. suddenly that a fall had been 

gained before enough had been 
done to arouse excitement among the 
Spectators. Luttbeg had been on top 
for some time, when Wasem suddenly 
drew out to one side and in another 
moment was on top. Before even Lutt- 
beg could realize what was happening 
Wasem reversed his position and, pull- 
ing Luttbeg over by a tug at his shoul- 
der, he clamped on a head scissors and 
then bent back Luttbeg’s left arm foz 
a barlock in much the same position 
that he would have applied a hammer- 
lock, except that the arm was held 
straight out. 


When the wrestlers returned to the 
mat for the second bout Wasem lost 
no time and soon had Luttbeg on the 
defensive. Some fast work was done 
by both in feinting for holds, and then 
they went to the mat, with Wasem on 
top. The South St. Louis boy was far 
more aggressive now than he had been 
any time in the match and most of his 
efforts were directed at Luttbeg’s in- 
jured shoulder, with the latter doing the 
best he could to ward off attack. Wa- 
sem never faltered for an instant and

Wasem brought, ad- 
ditional pressure to bear on the injured 
left shoulder and Luttbeg was obliged 
to cry quits and give up hope of win- 
ning the match.

My shoulder 
gave way, and I can’t help that. If that 
had not happened I might have won, but 
I don’t know. Wasrem is atronger and bet- 
ter than when I wrestled him last and is 
quick as a flash. He knows my atyle, 
because I was his teacher. and, of course, 
he knew of my bad shoulder and went 
after it. 

“I think Wasem can wrestle rings 
around Johnny Billiter, so far as his 
knowledge of the game is concerned, but 
Billiter’s strength ts greater. When these 
two meet next time I pick Wasem to win.” 

Preliminary to the main event, Art 
Magirl, the well-known middleweight 
boxer, staged a 10-minute wrestling ex- 
hibition with Eddie Hammer and sur- 
prised a great many of those present’ by 
his cleverness at this game.
